- The Hereditary::Prinee of -Heffe- Caffel receiv'd 
Orders. fron’ the: the United Pro- 
vinces, fignifying to him thatoat \the reiterared In- 
ftances of the Elector Palatine they had refolv'’d to 
fend under a Body of 12 Battallions and 
29 Squadrons to, the Relief of Landau. Which Re- 
fohition’ was on! Cohdition thatthe Elector Palatine 
ind the othér Pfinces “whom nearly concern’d, 
fhould furnith their part a like Number, or even 
a greater, ifirthowld be found neceffary, to attempt 
‘unanimoufly to'Suctour that’ Place.* -Hereupon the
